Claim 1 (currently amended): An apparatus for creating a wastewater comprising; 
a gas-enrichment assembly adapted to receive tlie wastewater and a treacmenc gas, wherein the gas- 
enrichment assembly is configured to generate a gas-enriched fluid; and 

a delivery assembly coupled to che gas-enrichment assembly for receiving the gas-enriched fluid from 
the gas-enrichment assembly and in a fluid communication with die wasccwarer . the delivery 
assembly expelling the gas-enriched fluid in a substantially bubble-free manner into the wastewater . 

Claims 2-29 (withdrawn) 

Claim 30 (original): The apparatus of claim 1, wherein the delivery assembly comprises: 

a fluid conduit; and 

a nozzle coupled to the fluid conduit. 

Claims 31-37 (wididrawn) 

Claim 38 (original): The apparatus of claim 30, wherein the nozzle comprises: 
a plurality of capillaries, each of the capillaries having an inlet fluidically coupled to the fluid conduit 
and having an ouclet for expelling the gas-enriched fluid 

Claim 39 (original): The apparatus of claim 38, wherein the capiUaries have an inner diameter of 
approximately 150 to 450 microns. 

Claim 40 (original): The apparatus of claim 38^ wherein die capillaries arc grouped into a plurality 
of capillary bundles. 

Claim 41 (original): The apparatus of claim 40, wherein the capillary bundles comprise a bonding 
material disposed about the capillary bundles. 
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
